Jpofid it, Mr. Baxter’s great Worth acknowledged. Why to be anfwttei. Hk 
JtgTtwents again# a National Cunverfon of the Jews funmarily rtaearfed. 

T HAT a General Converjbn of the JfracHtiJb Nation, is accordingly the 
Scriptures to be expe&ed in the latter Ages of the World, is nothing., 
but what Chriftians in all Ages have believed. So the Ancients (Fa** 
then as they are called) who lived towards the Primitive Times. So the School- 
men in the dark Days of Popery. So the chief Reformers in this and the lad 
Century, all which i have elfewhere made to appear, and therefore {hall not 
again mention the Names of thofe great Authors, whether ancient or modern, , 
which have declared their judgment, and given their Teftimony to what’ we 
aUert at a glorious Truth. Some few of late have opcoftd the Common if 
receiv ed Dodrihe, as a Scripturelefs Notion. Jacobus BataUrim a Dutch Mr- 
niftet hath publiihed a fmall Trad, entituled Dijfertatio ie Jfraelitttnm Gdti* 
serjume i Paulo ad Romanos undeemo capite predict*. In which he endeavours to 
prove that whilft the Apoftles were yet living, not only fome Part of, but that 
M Jfrael was converted and faved, at lead wife before the Apoftk John died^ 
fuppofing that the One Hundred Forty Four Thoufaud Sealed ones erf* all the 
Tribes of Jfrael , fpoken of Revel. 7. are not meant (as doubtkfs they nit) 
of believing Gentiles , whomt Surrogate Jfrael, but of the Natural Jfrael \ a nd that. 
she Rejlitntion of aU Things predi&ed, Jss ax. was fulfilled hy the foil Gam- 
ing of Chad, with many other Tilings like theft mentioned. HisJtook wxfc 
Pmited Juno i£6p. Hague. Alfo Mr. James Calvert hath written a Treatifg. 

' with this Title, Collu&atiotct Theateica cum tribus hjgentibus dubiis. via. De 
Reditu deem tribuum , de Center font jvd*o&* % Mcvfuris Sacrit Exekielis; Whole 
Scheme we ihall anon coufider. With tbefe Authors dots the Reverend Mft 
Richard Baxter concur in his Sentiments about the Jem. . 

As for Mr. Baxter , I am far pom joyuirg with* them who darnnhim as an Ht- 
retick , as bad as Ptlagiw. Altho’ he had liotin every Point (a* Rucvfner fays of 
another) Caput rtgulatum Calvini\ neverthelefs be was a Man of excellent Na- 
tural Puts, of great Reading and Learning, and of eminent Piety; and one* 
that did peat Service for the Church of God ; an happy Infhument of con-** 
wetting many Souls, and is now undoubtedly among the Blril'td.

be found therein concerning any memorable Converfion of the Jews under thw 
Reign of that Emperor. The Scripture had foretold, that that Nation (as to - 
the Generality of them) would continue Infidels ; and therefore fo it has 
been, and fo it will be, until God's appointed Time to have it otherwife fh*H 
come. 

That these were Chridiamsed Jews in Gonfiantine\ Time, for whom be cauleA; 
Cliches to be built,, to encourage diem in their Prof Jk>n of Chhfoasuty, 
the Writem of Judejaftical Hfloey have, informed us i but not of any Gamra^ 
Comerficn umoo§fk them. The greateft and moil remarkable Converffon of t^JC 
Jews was that which fume Cay was effeded amougfl them in JbabU (where ^t’s 
certain that they were very numei ous ) by a glorious Jjpearance of Cbt ifi (lit* 
that to Paul, Jos 9.) tp them, ujon which it’s faid many Thoulands of foam 
believed, and upon their recelv^Baptiim were recovered from tbat llin^i^fo

The holy Apolues did 
never pra&ife nor teach fuch Way* of Converfion. As for the Jews canvas Hi 
to the Popijb Religion, their Conveiftoft mut more to Jnticbrijl than to Cbri/i 
they were perverted to the old idbiitf^ of their Fathers in Babylon; Tho' they 
did not wotihip Baal and Jfbttmh they worfhipped St. Peter and the Vvgm %' 
Maty which is no lets Idolatry ttaft tbs Conner. Should any pretend that aJT 
J Uracl has been paved, by being cerfwaded^to nay to Gods that cannot fave then? 

That in tbefe Utter Ages or the World ito^ie eminent Jews have been made 
famous Chriflians is very true. Panlus Rieeiur, in the Court of the Empertrt 
Maximilian , of a Jem became a Cf^rJUan. Elias Levitn turned Chriftianf and 
brought Thirty Jems more with him to be Baptis'd, Ann. eirciter 1 J17* 

A. Samuil Antonins Jfargarit, Entejlus Fcrdinandvc, Emit* IViidnerus, Ckrifiim m 
<xtrj / m were famous converted Jews, and have written Books againft Judaifm* 
Hieronymus de fanSaJde, about the Year 1411* turned Chrifuan: He wrote * 
Book unto his Countrymen the Jews, wherewith Five Thcufand of them were 
cunverted, as is in the Bibliotheca Palrttm related. Lud Carr etui (4 Jetrifi Phyfi- 
tian) became a Chriftian in the Year isij- His Qmverfion was in Part eras- 
ed by f range Vifions in his Sleep. He gives an Account of them in an Epiftlt 
to *jJ3 Sons, which he calleth Vifadivina. This Eprftlc Buxtorf has pubuihM 
in his Sj/nagtwa Jndaica, The Fifty Third Chapter of Ifaiab is wont to be cal- 
led Torlwrm Rabhnontm, Mianaffcb Ben-Jfracl faid of it, IJIe focus magnum fca*~ 
datum dedit . The Divine to whom he fpake it, reilyod well, RcBe quia vabm 
' Chrifiux tjl lapis fcoudali . Hvljhts fays that fome Jews told him that t'arir Ma- 
kers could taiily extricate themfclves ftom all the other Prophets, if Ifaiab 
would hold his Peace. Jndradm relates that he knew (evntzl jews in Africa, 
who by reading that Chapter became Chnftiacs. They told him the Words 
which chiefly convinced them werethofe infer. 4. HJJIQ1 OVl l 7H rOQwhi<il 
wetranflate {mitten [of] God, and rffliRed, but the jews fata there ihouid be mb 
[of] in the Tranflation, but that they ought to be read thus, a /mitten Cfodg % 
and bumbled, and that the whole Chapter was to be undetftood of God made 
Man, that he miglit bear and fatisfie tot out Sins. Wit. Baxter did not mi fake 
when he affirmed that fome converted Jews proved eminent Divines. NitboUe 
le Lyra was fuch an one in his Time, Anno 1510. of whom Luther was wont 
1:0 (ay wittily, Nfi Lyra iyrajfct , totus mvnitss dehrajfet, John l/aac a German 
Jem became a Pxoteflbr in Colegn, Amo 1558. He fays of hisnfelf that he was 
«;onv rrted by leading that Chapter in Jfatab but now mentioned, and that ht ' 
l»a d read it above a Tboufaad limes oveu And that difputing with Fivej%ws 
at once at Fraukfurd, he floMped their Moutha with that Chapter, that 
could not anfwcr a Word, nuhu Bwrgenfs was a famous converted Jew ; he 
died, Amo 1455. wrote Additions to Lyra'% Notes on the Bible, and Two 
Yoliunes called Scrutiuivm Scripturantm. He was Chancellor of Spaing had a Son 
that ftfccteded in his Biflioprick. Vi d* Hofmauni Lex ie, Voiverf. p. m. 

But above all/ there was Emanuel TrcmeHim, who wag not only a CbriftUn, 
but a Ptotefiant-Jew, be was a Pro&ffor at Heidelberg* His aflliting Junius in 
tranilatiag the Bible: his Commentary on Hofea, and hit Learned Notes on 
the Bible, Tave made mm Uraons to Polletity, His dying W ords which west,

The Lerdm 
there, that was fulfilled (he fays Page 184, 111.) n that Zorohshtl who was a 
Type of Chriil, and afterwards Cnrift himfelf was ^>er(bually urefent in that 
Jervfaiem. He thinks the Second Temple did anfwer that defenhed b yEstkisL 
Molt certainly when the Jews read fuch Things written by ChnRuns, they 
laugh them to Scorn, and are harden'd in their Infidelity. Ezekiel's Temple

“ was Rev. n, is. fulfilled. I'his is fonlewhat like Enfsbius'% Interpt^aciou, 
who becaufe Gmtantine turned the Heathen Temples which he found in Jtrv- 
Jidem, into Chriftian, fiippofeth that to be the tftw-Jerufalem. 1 mention not 
ihefe Things to confute them, for the very Recitation is Confutation fu$ct~ 
mt ; yet oOt of this Author has Mr. Baxter taken (in 1 Maimer all) his Ob- 
jections againft a future Converfion of the Jew \(b Nation. But whence hid 
Mr. Calvert liis NfJtions ? Not out of his own Head \ for he fays m his 
Preface, Ihuibut Grotto Mammon do iw hime Trancitem de vi^rsri Fil defleseu 
I ihall not winder to fee a Man going out of the common Pta, not yet <h> 
fieding into very great Supra, who will follow fuch Unite as Qr 0 mu& 
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Hf.mrnrnmi. As flit Gmhm, 1 look on aqrfdf as conoerned to want young 
Stolen to benrc of him, left they fuck down Poiftjnwben they thin* tber 
tore found Honey. He has ( *s Dr. Oven in his Anfwur to Wife has made to 
appear) ijf fervent Expoftions and Interpretations in bit dnmtatiom on tit Bible , 
mrupted many Texts if Scripture. It is an unastng Thing that a Man mho had 
written a Book with fuch Clearnefr and. Strength of Argument as Qratiw'% 
Book De SatifaBiouc Cbrifii , is managed with, fliould againfoall that Light turn 
Skint**; and that be was at iaft a Prf/i/, who can doubt, ft nee he defends 
Traafubjtautuition, and that the Gmncii if Trent in the Point of Jnjhfcntion in 
Orthodox? It it Pity fuch a Man ihouli have (which he boafts or) many 
Fdtaren in England. But it ituy be, there ate fome that like him the better 
fbt h is advifing the King of Sweei&ud not to tolerate Qilvtuifs within his J>> 
minions. They that would fee more of Grotiwj’s Principles, may real Mr. 
Baxter** Trcatife of the Gtotian Religion difcoycred. His fencifal and abfitrd 
Interpretations concerning Antiibrift are tolidly and unasiVerably refuted >r 
Ahlmeem m Ins Strigil. and by Alarejius, who {hews how Grot tut does or all Co* 
cafions BUagianixe. Vid. Martf. de Jutichrijhj p. 154. Yet this Grotnu before 
his Apoftafte could fee a fhture Cocverfion or the Jews; for in hiS'exoeUenc 
Book De vohiate Religion* Cbr;Jlun* t bi does acknowledge -it, and pny for it. 
That Dr. Hammond has borrowed meft of his Notions from Grotim (e(p ecially 
hb Apocalyptical* ones) whoever compares them will quickly difcern. Thsy 
tore both ot them laid the Pofe under an Obligation of Gratitude for endea- 
vouring to perfwade the World that be is not Anticfoift': If the Pofr wiL r not 
thank them for it, Gnipmdh the Jefuit d jes ; for he fuppofeth thattlie whole 
Profeftatit Oaufe is yielded, if this Point is once gained, (V. de Abnarcb. fftjf.. 
c; 17.) They jump with the Pif ifis in making JnUchrift to be one particular 
Man, Simon Mag* S) or Calignii. That Notion has been abundantly refuted by 
many of our Divines, and very folidly too by one, all whofe Notions are not 
ihlfd, l mean Mr. Brightwnn^ who* his a large Difcourfe and well handled, 
plotting that Jntichrif cannot be as Bell.v miue and the Popijb Dolors believe, 
one particular Man only. Vid. Brightman in Afocaljf. cap. 17. p. 491, &e. 
ttuned Whitaker (the Glory of the Vniverfity of Cambridge in hi* Day) has 
with fuch Strength of Argument demonftrated, that the Popes fucceftively are 
the Jntubi if, beftdes what has been done by Dir. Abb Dr. Dmenham and ma- 
ny others, and of life by Turret i we, who has handled thit SubjeSt with grest^ 
Accuracy and Ylaboratenefs, fo as that no unbyisM Reader can any mote be# 
in doubt concerning it. Nor does it look well that when the old W'aldenfety 
JTtclify Hufsy and their Followers* and all Proteftants from the Time of Luther , 
have Preached down Jhfery as Antkbrifimiifm , fome have fet theit Wits on. 
Work to fold another Anticlrifl .

I remember 1 have heard of one in Cambridge that being in great* Troubl* 
of Mind becavfe of the Greatnefs of the Sin which had been committed; a 
Doctor there faring JJam was guilty of the greatdl Sin that ever Man was 
guilty of, and yet his Sin was pardoned, and beds now in Heaven : That poor 
guilty Creature replyed with * aa Air that was very furpnfing. That's more 
than at the Doctors in Cambridge ran prove. So I fay, altho* tome Learned 
Men have propofed it as a Problem- An Induratio Jttducmm ivw hmefeearntrs- 
hat pcccatnm in ffiritum fanSubt ? I will he bold to fay, that-i& Affinoative is 
more than all the Doctors in Cambridge onn prove. And if the Jems are scC 
guilty of the Sin againft the Holy Ghoft, notwithftanding the Heinou&dr of 
weir Guilt in cnidtying the Son of God, and preferring a Murderer to fijm 
who knows but* that Intinite Grace may convert and fave them ? LfpedaUy 
confidering that fenne Thoufands of thofe vety Individual Perfons, who did 
with wicked Hands crucifie the Prince of Life, were nevertlielefe (u)cb is the 
exceeding Riches of the Grace of God) brought to tine Repentance, a nd their 
Sins forgiven, JSs a* 37. To fay that btcaufe that Nation is under the Quilt 
of fitch an unparaUelTd Crime as that of crucifying their Saviour, there- 
fore there is no Probability of their Converiion, does not agree with Zech. 
is. 10. They fiat look on him whom they have pierced, and they fiat mama far him. 
This Learned and Worthy Do&oi in his fedt Volume, p. aye. expge fct h 
himfelf with great Modefty : His Words are* Tbd 1 am vmrUlh^ to recede foot 
that charitable Opinion ofmof Clnifivis, that there fiat once be a Ga th* of them' 
home, ret fee I not how the Suppofal of the umvetfd Cat of the whole Nation , m of 
one Man , can be defied without feme Alloy andf Mitigation. And p. 277. 

That thee (bat be generally called, and that not 9 ttU the Anticbaft sfRome u %l- 
kn, and the Fulnefs of the Gentiles come in,atfom Circumfantiate, the Tbiw need* 
clearer Evidence than hoc yet been Pr oduced. As fbi that Notion of a Utt»mfdt 
Converfon of the Jews to a Man , 1 confefs the School DoRors have averted it. 
So Aquinas, Cajctan , Dominieus i Soto. But our Authors generally affirm only * 
National , and not a Univerfal Converfon. So judicious Mr. Strofg 9 iu hit excellent 
Sermon on Rom. 11. 16. But this Reverend Author, befides what has been 
mentioned concerning the Jews having itjfed ChriA and the Offers of the 
Gofpel, r roduceth chiefly Two Ohiedioat. One iu Thabthe jews are a Brood 
of AnticnriA. But (faitn he) The End of AnrichriA wii not be Commfon, but 
Perdition. The Argument muft Hand thus: If the Body of the Jemfi Nation 
be Antichriftian, then the Body of that Nation lhall not be converted : But - 
fo it is 3 therefore, &c. Both the Conftquents of the Propofition, and thr 
AiTumption, are to be denied.

It is a known Saying 
of HilarivSy ^uijfaite Cbriftum qualis ab Apoftolis preiicatus eft, negate Jntichriftm t 
eft. But Antrchxift, the bon or Perdition, is f^keu of as one not in Being 
inthe ApofUes Days, a theft, i. $, 6* Antichrift is one that pretends to be 
Ohrid's Friend, but is realty bis Enemy* Therefore Ant'tchriftutwfm is (tiled 
The Myftery of Iniquity. Were Antichrift a profiled Enemy to Chrift, (as the 
uhbeueving Jews axe) his Iniquity would not be called a Mjftery . Therefore I 
do notice why that Namefhould be fixed on them more than on other Infi- 
dels. Mr* Melt (who is an Interpreter ot the Apocalypfe, m»wr arm £<* UfXwr) 
thinks that the Antichriftian Apoftafie confifts wholly in the Church's Etk* j- 
mijg, and not in its Juiaizing: l take it to be in both. But as for the grand 
Bin of Antichrift, viz . Idolatry , we know the Jews have dreaded that Sin ever 
fioce the Babylonian Captivity, So that to fay there is no Hope of their Con- 
yerfton, becaufe they ate ot the Brood of Antichrift, feems not to be an Ar« 
gument of 'W eight enouj'h to caul* us to recede from that which has been 
the received Opinion of woft Cbrtfiiaus, as the Dodor acknowledges this of the 
Jews future Converfion to love been. 

He does moreover objeA that tie Drift of the Jpofile in that eminent Vlace % 
Bom. tl. is not to ftsw'that the Jews JbaU be all hereafter called , only to prove that 
they were not wholly caB of. But it is clear that the Defign of the Apoftle is ta

To 
6sf that be intends the Bled, or Spiritual Ifrael f is againft the Drift of his 
whole Difoourfe, who throi^hout the 9 tb 9 iotb 9 and u tl Chapters, fpeaks of 
lintel according to the Flejb. nefides, he fays he would acquaint them with a 
Myftery which before they we* ignorant or, v. 15. It was no Myftery to them 
that all the Eled (hould he faved • But tho’ the Prophets had declared it, they 
were as ignorant of a fixture Converikm of the j -wx, as the believing Jews 
werfc of Uw Couverfion of the Gentiles, which feemed a vary ftrange Doftrine 
to them : Altbo’ it was revealed unto, and foretold by the Prophets, they 
did not of a long Time imderftand it* Now if the Apoitle fpeaks of the Na- 
tural Ifraelf nothing can he imagined more clear and expiefs for a National 
Couverfion of the Jews than thofe his Words are* For the Salvation of aB 
Jrael conaot intend a few, ot any thing left than a National Couverfion . JSl 
frael in due lime to be converted, is put in Oppofition to a Remnant , , and to 
the dimmuttee Number that were faved in the Apoftiet Days. This Salvation of 
a# If rocl is. called $htw Fuliwfs, and tltt'w being received again , v. ia, 15. The 
fittuni Converiion of the Jews will equalise that of the Gentiles. Now the

In which there are Pigfct-Cbspttts of the future Vo- 
cation of the Jews. 1 have fomewhere i*id that Brenm was the Author of 
that Treatife. Jacobus /Bnvg (Son of the famous Hemy Alting) lus emitted a 
large Trad on Row. it. in which he dots flrenuoufly endeavour to prove a fu- 
ture Vocation of the Jens. It feems by his Preface that Biihop Reynolds hid 
feen and did approv e of what he writes. And I perceive by Mr. Jurieu, (J>. 595.) 
that Whufm, one of . the learned Proteffors at Utrecht , has lately written on 
this Subjed, and that he does not only acknowledge a future Converfian of 
the Jews, but that they fliall return to their own Land again, and p&uilg 
Jerufalcm \ which is a Thing doubted of by many who are clear for theiiCon- 
vethon j but that Book 1 have not yet feen . It confirms me in my old Opi- 
nion very much, when I fee a Pcrfon qualified with Dr. LkbifooPs great Sa- 
gacity and Depth of judgment, as well as Piety, (for thele things are con- 
lpicuous in him) has no more to fay againit it. Hffides, Vol. i. p. 73a. 
order to the Contutation of Millenaries, he has fcveral Pofitions which he lavs 
down as Articles, c. g.

As it (fays Dr. Fuller) they had learned frQiti their River Jordan 
running thro* the Ualilsan Sea, and not mingling therewith, to pafs thro* an 
Ocean of other Nations, and yet remain an unnuxed People by thexnfelves. 
A comfortable Prefumftion , (faith he. (peaking after his witty and ufual mannerV 
that theje Materials are thus carefully kept entire by thcmftlves , hecaufe intended ho 
Divine Providence for fame Beautiful Buflding to hi made of thorn hereafter. 

Thefe Things confidered I (hall not change my Judgment, as to the QpefHoft 
in Contsoverfie, until 1 meet with more convincing Arguments than whafc 
have been obieded by Ms. Baxter, Dr. Ligltfoot, or any other which 1 heva 
Coen. No Man ought (without very good Rea£bn) to r ejeft an Ofirndn than

That the juft Dull rife before the unjuft, the fubfequent Reafons have indu- 
ced me to believe. 

If after the Refvrrcchon of the Saints, tie wicked /fall be dejlroyed by that 
Fire in which tie Lord flail be revealed foot Heaven, and after •• that rejlorcd to Life at 
the ultimate Judgment \ It mujl needs be acknowledged that the Refur region »f the juft 
will precede that of the unjuft but all this is true. The Living Saints at Chrift’s 
comingihall be caught up into the .in, that fo they may efcajc that Deluge of Fire, 
which will be the Perdition of ungodly Men,Lwfc. 17. $4. 1 Tbef. 4. 17 ,1 Vet, 5.7. 
But before this Rapture of the living, the dead Saints ihal’ be raifed. There- 
fore the Apoftle fays, They that remain unto ih* Coming of the Lord fiat not pre- 
vent them which are ajleep, i, e. ' uey, as to their Bodies,, fhall not be with 
Chrift before the Bodies of Saints alleep irr the Grave Hull be with bin*; but* 
tfx dead in Chrift flail riftfift, and iT*r«» after that the living Saihts will be 
caught up to meet the Lord coming in the Air, z Tkcjf. 4. 1$, if.' Cbyfoflm 
on that Place observes that the juft flail be the ftrft Rifers, not * only in Dignity, but 
in Time, As when the Flood came, there was a Difference made between Noah**

in burning, Exek. jp. 9. No Doubt but that the Conflagration ot the Great Day 
will laft a long Time. Many will perilh as foon as the Fire begins; but the 
wicked fhall not be raifed until the Conflagration be oyer: Nor (as we fluH 
endeavour to prove) of a long Time after that. When as the Saints IhaU 
rife when the Heavens and the Barth, which now aie ? ihaU begin to be on Fire.

tu It isthtie and frequently put for that which comes a conliderable Time 
after, Mark 4* 18 . We ptq^eel therefore unto another Scripture, which Teems 
to intimate that the righteous ftall rife in the Morning, but the wicked in the 
Evening of the greatDay 6f Judgment, it is that Rev. a* id, 18, Where the 
Lord Cays to the Overcomer, I mll.fi ve him Power over tb < Nations, and I will give 
Trim tie Monrifg Star . Some Expoktors hav e wearied themfelves in vain by 
Peeking to accomodate this Promifc to a State of the Church before the Re- 
furre&ion ; when as it is certain that every one of the glorious Things pr<> 
mifed to the Over cower, in Chiift’s Epiftics to tl>e Churches in JJia, will be ful- 
ly accor uplifted at, 'and not before the Day of Judgment. Now admitting 
-Ae Do&rint' of the Hrft.Refurredion, it is eafie to fee how the Saints reign ou 
Earth and have Power over tire Nations ; but it the Refurredion be fimul 
Jewel of juft and unjuft, all at the fame Moment, it is not eafie to demon- 
lira** bow Nations and Kingdoms ftall be ruled by them. 

Chriftian FiBors ihall in tjte Morning of the RefurreBion, as Toon as the great 
pay ft all dawn, be with Chnfi, and partake with him in his Kingdom. Thus 
i&Ae Morning Star given to them . 


CHAP. Tl? 

Shat the Scripture /peaks 6f the firfi RefurrcBion in exprefs Term. That f amove 
Text, Revel. 10. confidered and vindicated. That the RcfurrcBion there Jfoksn of 
v a Corporal RcfurreBion , Proved by Six Arguments. That the Primitive Cbrifij- 
mu believed the Chiliad^ni the Firft Refuriedion,i» the Literal Senfe . Concerning 
. the Sibyls. Ttfimoinee out of them are of no Validity* 

T HE Scriptures in the former Chapter in/ Cj knplicitly, and bf 

juft Conieuueace prove that the Refurmtc* cn of the juft ftall precede that 
)f the unjuft. But there is one Place which does exprefly, and in Terms aflert 
he f irft RefttneBiyn. Let that therefore be a Fourth Ketifon. Notwithftandiug it 
'as beem done abundantly by others, we ftall a little confidcrand vindicate that 
aniueat Text, Rev. 10. 4, p, 6. The Words are, 1 ftm Thrones , and they fate upon 
them, and Judgment was given to them , and (there muft be repeated as in our Engljfi 
Tianflaricn is expeefted [/ faw] ) the Souls of them that were beheaded for theWitnefs 
ofjefns Cbrifi and the Word of God , and (there muft a*atn r&r* be repeated, 
notwitbftanding the Tranflators have omitted it. TJ faw themfy which lad not 
JPotJbiped the Read ^neither bvlmagtjuither had received his mark uton their foreheads, 
nor in their hands, and they lived and reigned with Chrijl a thoujand Tears j but the 
red of the dead lived not /gain * till the tbovfand Tears Were fimjhtd. This is the JrM 
XtfwreBion , Be Jed and Holy is he who has tart in thefrf KefurreBion, on fuel the 
fscond death Jballhave no power , but they Jbatt be Pritjls J God and dfCbr iJl , andfiaR 
regn with him a tbovfand Tears. From which words fays Dr. Thomas Burnet (in 
hi s Theory 4 * /• If you pleafe we will wife thisDoftrine, That thofe 

■ hat have fsnewbf or the fake of Cbrifi and a good Confidence, /had be raifed from the 
lead a thoujsnd Tears before the General KefurrtBwn , and reign with Chrifi in an 
hafpy State. His Dodrinci believe is an Holy Tiuth, only I cannot underftand 
why this MUlenjal /frjfw fhould be reftrained to the Martyrs, ftnce ’tis promifed 
not only to them that were, beheaded for the Word of God, but to them that 
have not worjbiped the Besfi, ncr received his mark. Which comprehends not only 
the Jews yet to be converted, '.but many Protfcftants and Saints who never had 
he Honour (tho* they would have lejoyced in it) to die tbrChrift, or for 
earing Witucfs to his Truth. If it can be proved that it is a Corporal Re- 

uredtou which is here intended, it puts' an end to the prefent Conuoverfwv 
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0 *" in his Diatribe it Mule Jnuu p. up. fays that Pifcator no i long before 
ha Death, wrote a fmaH Treatife of the future Happioefs of the Church on 
Earth, out of which Manufciipt he ingentoully conleflcth he had taken ottoy 
Hungs in that hi* Diattibc. Both Pifcgsor and Alfted* and of our own Nation* 
Mr. Mcdc and Or. Goodwin* long fince, beiidcs many learned Men more lately, 
have produced fuch Arguments to prove that what isfpoken in the loth Chap- 
ter ot AmUnon muft be under ilood mat* 7 i f rnir* Hiftoricaliy, and in tbc Let- 
ter, as camiot eafcly be anfwered. Let the following Arguments be duly 
weighed ift the BaUancc of tlie Sanctuary. 

I. li u a knar* ra, icctiveu ALixim among Divines, that in the Interpretation if 
Scripture we w.iJ not depart from the Literal Scnfx* if it wiU ftand with the Analogy 
of Faith. For Men to make Allegories where there are none, is to obtrude their 
©wn Imaginations inilead of Scripture. IS^jw laith Mr. Mcde (Fol.945.) ^ 
loth of Apocalypft* of aU the Narrations in that Book, feems to be the moji plain and' 
/*/•<. «®/> te of JULegcry* and of the Involution of Prophetical Figures . How cam - 
a- Man then take a Patiage of lo plain, and ordinarily exprtded Words as 
thofe about the Pud Kejurrtchon are, m any other Seale than the ufual and 
Literal, 


2, It is evident by the Law of Oppofttcs . The Fir ft and Second RefurreSion muft 
needs be of the fame Kind, otbenrtfe the Difcourie would be Illogical* which 
may not be fuppofed,. Bifcator (beaks like a Logician as well as a Divine 
when be fays, lu rami Legitim* iijfnbutionc membra inter /« cpponvtntm fab eodem 
genet e. In every Rational Diftribution the oppofite Parts are of theTame Kind. 
Here is a Diftribution or Diftin&ion of dead Men living again,. fome at the 
Beginning of the Thoufand Yean, the reft not until the Thoufand Yean ves 
tinifoed. But thofe that live again alter the Thoufand Years, live as to theijr 1 
Bodies. That tbs Second MefuneSion is not Metaphorical but real* and to be ' 
taken in a Literal Senfe is clear and indifputable. For then the dead* fmall * 
and great* JhaU Jtsttid before God and be judged according to what is mitten in the 
Mocks* and the Sea gate up the dead which were in it* Ver. -ii— 1?.- This is the 
Second Rtfurrt&ion which comes after the Thoufand Years \ and it is certainly 
a ReftmeftioA of the Body. And thus does Mr. Mede argue, It would (fays be) 
be a moft harjh and violent Interpretation to fay that [Dead] and con fluently f living . 
again ft cm the dead]fiould not , atrobtque, be taken in the fame Meaning, For fuch » 
a Sj*eech in ordinary Conftrudion implies, that as fame of the dead lived ,jgain in * 
the Beginning of the Thoufand Years, in that Senfe the reft of the dead (houid 
live again at the End of the Thoufand Years, and i contra* in what Manner 
the reft of the dead fhould live again at the End cf the Thoufand Ytars, in 
that ManneT thofe that were beheaded for Jefus, lived again in the Beginning 
of the Thoufand Years * which living again of thofe fome, is called the Firft 
RrfnrreRbn. 

$. Fifcator ha* another Argument which is to thisPur^ofe^/fy who after they 
live again fttall be and rc^n with Chnfl , do rife in Refped of their Bodies. Now 
this is atnrmed of the Subjc&s of the Firft Rcfun<iHion\ They lived and reign- 
ed with Oh rift, *nd they were Pritftsof God and of Chrift, and reigned with 
him a Thoufand Years. Pifcator indeed fuppefes it to be a reigning with 
Ghrift in Heaven after the Refurrcftion: But the Saints 111 Heaven (hall not 
reign for a Thoufand Years, hut on Earth they (lull, it muft therefore be meant 
of a Reign not in Heaven, but on Earth. 

4. As m the Death 'f tbojk Rrgnvig Saints* fuch will be thin Ref urn Sion: But 
their Death was of their Bodies; For it is faid they were beheaded* which im- 
^plies a Natural I/euh. 'ibe Romans did ufually, and the Jews often put Men 
f to Dtatb "fob* Baptift was; by uniting oft' time Hea ls with a Sword, Ab* 
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tho* it isfaid &>*//* that were beheaded, that does uot in the lead imply that 
the Uerth fpoken of was a Spiritual Death peculiar to the Soul; for how cait . 
aa immortal Soul be beheaded? But frequently in Scripture true Soul is put tor 
the Rif on H Gen, 4^. 16. £zek. 44. 25. nay for tbe Body ; As when it is faid, 
TJxm wilt not have my Soul in Util, i. e. my Body in the Grave, If ni. id. u>. 
The martyred facrificed Bodies of the Saints* are faid to be Souls fiain, vkich cry 
for Vengeance, Rt v. 6. 9. Dr. Goodwin obferves well, then Rcfur red ton to Lift 
ttinjl be taken in the fame Seufe and Proportion to the Life they loft, lilifmuch 
then as the Natural Li\rs of the * ' ?.iyrs were taken away, their Living 

. implies a Ke fur reel ion of their Bodies, for their Souls to be re -united with ajid 
live in. The Argument Hands thus, A Refurreftion of the dead in Body is a 
Corporal Refurrection ; but the Firft Re function is a Refurreftion of the dead 
' in cod)'; for it is a Rclutredion ot them that were beheaded. 

S. The Firft Refurreftion fpoken of in the Apocalypfe is either a Spiritual , or 
* Political, or Corporal Rtfurredirn : But neither ot the ' former. It has.com- 
■*monly been interpreted as meant of a Spiritual Refurreftion of the Soul, in 
Kefpeft of Regeneration ; as if it were the fame with what Paul fpeaks, Eph, 2. 

5. You hath he quickened who were dead in Trefpajfes and Sins. But if this were . 
intended, how is it aid, that they lived and, reigned a tboufand Years? Do all 
that are made Partikers of Regeneration live a Thoufand Years? And how is 
it faid that tbe reft of the dead aved not again until tbe Thonfand Years were finijb- 
ed? There never was a Thonfand Y ears m which there was no Converfion, or 
Spiritual Refurrection of Souls. Betides, a Death in Sm is not called the firft 
Death, and confequwitly Converfion from a State of Sin is not properly called 

* [the] firft (fuppofing it be [a] firft) Refurreftion. The Spiritual Refurreftion 
began prtfently after Jdam's fall, and iha.ll continue to the End of the World ; 
wfim as that which John fpeaks of is proper to the Thoufand Years, and not to 
begin before Jntichrift's Reign is ended. Yet again, how can it be faid of Mm 
that were beheaded, that they were converted after their beheading? Such. 
Absurdities has this (thai* a vulgar)Expofition in it. This Notion is therefore 
cejedbed by moft that have ftudied the Jpocalypfa t But there are many learned 
and judicious Authors who take the Firft RefUr rtSion in a Political Senfe, as if 

* it were of the fame Nature with the Reiurreftiosi of the Witnefies fpoken or in . 
the nth of Revelation , and did intend only thus much, that when Anuchrifc m . 
itftroyd, the Church JbaH be dolivirad f om the Death of JjjliRion, and continue 
in a glorious State far a Thonfand Years before the ultimate fu^meut,duriyip aU which 
Tim Men Jball be rv’ed by the Laws bf Cbrift, and only Saints Jball have Power 
in their Hands. All this I freely acknowledge to be true, and according to 
the Scriptures : But with all due Refpeft to thefe Eipofitors, l conceive that 
does not comprehend the full Meaning of the Text before us. For this In- . 
terpretation does imply that the Saints of the Firft RefurreSion fttffercd a Poli- 
tical Death ohly, like that of. the Two lfitneffcs. Wire thatfo, Yr Political Re - 
furrethon would be intended by their living again. But (as has been (hewn) 
their Death was move than Political, and therefore fo muft their Refurreftion 
unto Lite be. /Again, this Interpretation implies that thebeheaded Saints 
lived again in their Succejfors only, and not in their owvTkirfons. When as in 
Striftntfs of Speech, a Refurreftion is of tbe fame individual Perfon rather 
than of a Succeffor. And certainly as they fuffered in their own Perfons, fo 
they themfelves in their own Perfons, and not others for them, (hall rife and 
reign, 1 Tim . 2. n. When Chrift fays to Vvercamers, that they Hull e.if of the 
Tree of Life, have a new Name, have Power over the Nations, 8cc. we may not 
fuppofc that he intends they fhall have this Glory in their SuccdTors: No 
inure may we think they who have been beheaded for his Sake (haU have aKing- 
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com given them for a Thoufand Years in their Sr.cceJors, but not in their 
own Perfons. 

Yet further, it is faid concerning the Saints of the Fir ll Refurre&ion t that 
they are blcjjcd and holy, and that the Second Death flail have no rawer over tlrem. 
How does this agtee to them that are the Subjects of only a Political Refur- 
re&ion? Will there be a Time when in the Church on Earth there (hail be no 
Reprobate, nor any unregeneratc Perfon for a Thoufand Yeirs together ? So 
indeed it will be at the Day of Judgment: But before that Bielled Day it trill 
not be, Mat. 13, 50. Nor does this Political Sevfe well agree with that Exprefli- 
on of the reft of the deal not living again until the Thoufand Years were 
finiflied. Shall all the dead have a Political Refurredion at the End of the 


Thoufand Years? They muft hive a Refurredion of the fame Kind with that 
which fome had at the Beginning of the Thoufand Years. I have yet one 
Thing more to objed here. This Political Refurredion does imply that the 
Lord r s People (hall enjoy great Profperity, yea, and Dominion in this prefent 
Uorldy and that for many Ages, when as the Scripture tells them of Perfec- 
tions and of an evil World, and that the Sufferings of the Church (hall lad 
throughout this prefent Time 3 yea, until the Day comes when the Creature (hall 
be delivered from the Bondage of Corruption, and we (hall have the Redemp- 
tion of our Body, Rom. 8. 18,-14. There is a Kingdom promifed, but tne 
Enjoyment of it not to be espe&ed in this prefent, but in the World to cornu, 
In the Rtfurre&ion World we (hall reign on Earth, but it muft be made a Now 
Earthy which it will not be before the Conflagration : The Fire of the Judg- 
ment Day will purifie and renovate the World* The Scripture is exprefs, that 


this W’orld will be Times without any Peril? The Kern Heaven and the New 
Earth which God has promifed, L f. the New World which (hall begin with th* 
Refurredion, will be another kind of World than what this which we fee * 


and Refireftiing, Luk. 10. 35. Acts 3. 19, w. 1 Tbtjf. 1. 7. ‘ In the mean Time 
they muft bear the Crofs, confiid with Enemies, and fuffor Perfecution, Mat* 

1 6. 14. Job. r8. 3 6. 1 Tim. 3. iz. It remains then that the Firft Rtfurroaion if 
Literal and Corporal. 

6 . Primitive and Orthodox Cbriflianity woe of thie Mind. Indeed fince Antfcbri- 
Jlianifm has had the Afcendant, as many other glorious Truths, fo the D< 5 drine 
of the Firjl RefurreSion and the Thoufand Years Reign has been condemned toe 
Herefie. Earoniue calls it Heretic, but A Lapidt is more modeft. He faith the 
Millenary Opinion is an Error , but he dared not to call it Herefii, hecaufe it wat 
never condemned by any Council '. Some Lutherans have been as fevere *in theic 
Cenfures as Baronins. There was a late Lutheran Minifter, viz . Georgius Lauren- 
tins t who wrote a Book which he calls Problema Tbeologicum de Regno SanZorum 
in Terris AliUenario . His Arguments are propofed with great Modcfty * Never- 
thelefs a Lutheran Conffbry condemned his Book as Heretical, and the Author 
was excommunicated. It is an odd PaiTage which the Editor that Treatifc 
has in his Preface to it, viz . That when Laurentius foil tick, tie detired to (peak 
with the Vicar who had excommunicated him, told him that he (houid die with 
that Sicknefs, and that the Vicar (houid quickly follow liim. Within a fow 
Days the | Vicar was taken ill and died, but in great Horror often over cried 
out, Laurentius has written the Tnithy Laurentius has mitten the Truths andfo 
departed (his Life. Let Papijls and ^ Lutherans think what they pleafe of it, I am 
certain if this Opinion be Heretical, the Fathers and Martyrs .in the Pri- ' 
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mitive Times were Hereticfcs. Jerome vf&s one of the firft that did fet lumfelf 
fiercely againft it; aid yet in one Place he fays, that altho* he did not 
approve or the Cbiliaftir.nl Opinion, be dat'd not condemn it t becavfe (fays lie) 
many Ecclcfiaftical Doctor s and Martyrs have fo taught , This has been fo often 
fpoke to, rind by fo many, than: would be Lofs of Time to infill or en- 
iaigr upon it. Dr. Eufne t has laid down this Conclufion, That the Millennial 
Kngdom nfChrift was the General Doctrine of the Primitive Churchy from the Times of 
the Jjoftles to the Nicene Council indufvcly . He ofcferves trufy that in the Tint 
and Second Century this Doctrine was net contend, or oppofed by any ex- 
cepting Hereticks, who denied the Resurrection wholly. 1 cannot omit the 
mentioning of what Juftin Martyr fpcaks, w hole Words are fo exprefs and full 
as that nothing can be more. He tells Try p ho the Jew t that not only himfelf 
butt/77: if venv c^eyvttfjLivu K* 7 *irttn u Xft&wfo whofoever amongjl Chriftians were 
ftonmly Orthodox did believe the Refur\ 'ftion y and the Thovfand Years in Jerufalem, 
Sr the Piothcts Ifaiah and Ezekiel had foretold: For (lays he) Ifaiah ff taking of the 
Time oftbefe Thovfand Years faith , there fiall he a New Heaven and a New Earthy 
&c. He adds, One of ours whofejjtm e was John, one of the Twelve Jpoftles ofChrij ?, 
fH the Revelation exhibited to hm y has foretold that they who believe on our Chnji 
flail continue a Thovfand Tears in Jerusalem, and after that fiaU he the univerfal 
Rejkrreftion and Judgment, Hid, 0 iaj. y. (mi hi ) 307, 508. Now that Juft in 
Martyr ,a Learned and Holy Mai Vho lived within Thirty Years of the Apoftle 
Job*, ftould affirm that all Orthodox Cbriilians did then believe a particular 
Refiirredioa at the Beginning of the Thoufand Years, and that the New J*>u- 
fltkm would continue for a Thoufand Years, and after that a Catholick Re fur- 
refbitnrofai together, (as his Words are) is a Deiuonftration that this Doctrine 
was received from the A pottles themftlves. It is incredible that Jujbiu Martyr 
wonld affirm that ii Orthodox Chriflians were of this Belief, if it were not fo 
indeed; and it is riot to be thought that Chrittians living fo near the Apo~ 
ifles, could not fowty hut all of them be of this Perfwafion, if the Notion of 
the Chiliad and of the Firf Rtfurrcftion , in the Senfe exp retted and contended ft* 
were not Scripture Truth, and fome Bart of the Faith once delivered to the 
Saints. btn*us was contemporary with Juftm, and alio a Martyr for Chritt* 
he dpes exp^fly atthrt a firft Corporal Refurredion to begin with the Millennium.* 
Thrfjeflds in whole Chapter in proving that the Scriptures by him alledgod 
w m not admit of Allegorical Interpretations; and that they do not fpeak of 
a Sujcr-C&ltfoal Hafpucfs, Cont. Heret, Lib, i,Caf, 35. He affirms that the 
Tfepjfet i wlio knew the Apottle John declared that they received tlus Dodrrine 
from him, and that John was thus taught by the Lord himfelf, Cap, 33. I a - 
feme Bdiriom of Irena w, the Five latt Chapters of his Fifth Book; are left 
out. Raardentm iAgeniouily copfettes that he believes the Reafon was becaufe 
therein ften&w difeovera himfelf to bt a Chili aft. What Jrensus fays, if well 
conliderc \ amounts to little lefs than a Demohttration that the Do&rine 
Of the \Chiliad and of the Firft Corporal Refurre&ion is not an Error, but an 
Apoftolical Tradition and Truth. Would Irenaus fay that he received it from 
thole Elders who had it from the Apoftles themfelves, if it were not fo ? In 
one Place he mentions Pnpias as having thus taught, who was one of John* s 
Scholars, inttru&ed by him. Eufebiue confettes that Papist was an holy Man, 
onlv to blaft his Opinion, he faid he had fllxfor rdr r*r, but a weak Judgment* 
It iU becomes fuch an Jrianifb Author as Eujrebm was, to retted on a venera- 
ble Father for W eakaefs of Judgment, who had fo little of Solidity and Or- 
ttodbKy of Judgment himfelf. But Irenaw fpeaks in the Plural Number, 
rreflyScri (p. mini 497.) qutmadmodum [Piejbyteri] meminerunt qui Johannem DiJ - 
PJpmn Domini ivd eruni , As (fays he) the Liitri who have feen John the Diivir 
■" . i ic 
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pie of the Lord have declared that they learned from him. Doubtlefs Jrcnsws 
incends Poly carp as well as Papias-, tor in his Epillle to Florlnut, he mention* 
ibfy carp by Name as one of thofe Elders that were taught by the A potties. 
And he fays, that when lie was a young Man, he heard Poly carp affirm that 
lie was frequently with John and others of the A pottles: Now it Irett*us had 
his C iiliajhcal Opinion from fuch Elders as Polycarp and Papist , declaring that 
they had it from John, and from other of the Apoftles, doubtlefs it is no Er- 
ror, ’■ -«t an holy Scripture Truth. I omit ail Citation of Teftimonies out 
of the Stlyls, As for thofe Sibylline Oracles which were facred with the Ro~ 
marts of old, they are loft, bting confumed when the Caj'tol was burnt. The 
Eight Books of J Jcvdo-S[byUine Oracles which are in the Hands of many (not* 
withftanding what IfaacVoJjitn has faid to the contrary) were corapofed and im- 
posed upon the World by the Fraud and Forgery of Chnttians pretending ta 
be Infpit’d Gentiles . Therefore Celfus in Or\gcn fcorafully calleth the Chrrfta- 
ans siylHfta's, complaining that they fhcmletVes were toe Authors of thofe 
Oracles winch they attributed to' the old Sibyls. Is it probable that the G*w~ 
tiles fhouU have a more diftind Knowledge 6f the Trinity, of the Incarnation* 
and Sufferings of Chritt, and of the particular Miracles wrought by him than 
ever the Children of Ifrael, or the Prophets, or the Apoftles themfclves had, 
before they faw the Things accompli Aed? Nor cou’d the Author of tbgfir 
Books be efowtiv^oh divinely infpird. For there are fome Things therein ve- 
ry futile y as that of Mam * s being the firft that did defeendinto Eden, Sec. and 
fome Thii^s that ate falfe, concerning God’s being the Author of Evil, of 
Purgatory \ and not to mention other Particulars, Erythraa * s feigning her felf to 
be Noatrs Nymph is ah egregious Lie. Could Nodb's Daughter aot onlylpeak 
Greek, but write Greek Verfes l It feems the true Author waa a GnoJPck : For 
the Sityt pretends to know how many Stars there am in Heaven j how many 
Men there are, or thall ever be on Earth, which is more than any Angel in 
Heaven knows : This is perfect GaaJHcifm, The Author lived in the Primitive 
Times : For the moft ancient Fathers, Jujlin Martyr and Jbhtnqgorat mention 
tht Sihts , But as to the Subject which we have in Hand, we may gather from 
thefe pretended Oracksthat Chriftians who believed (be I ky of Judgment 
and tfc Reftirrettion, did alfo believe the Chiliad > and theQipxy of (be New 
Jcrmfaltm \ for of alt thefe do thefe Prophetejes fpcak zn^ny Things. Vid. Hurt 
spud Nornbeck. de conv . In dor. Lib. i. Cap. 2. P*pm{ the 4& iw Pfeifer in 
Paris) ia his lately publiflfd EecUpafiical Hijterj , calls the Millenary Notion

have in the preceeding Chapter endeavoured by cleat Teftimony of 
Scnpturc to evince that the dead in drift ffiall nfc a long Time be* 
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fibre the univerfal Refurre&ion : We go on to confirm our Afiertion by forne 
further Arguments grounded on Scripture Revelation. 

Reaf. $. If the Day of Judgment does begin with the Apocalyptical Chiliad, then 
the Rtfurrcftion of the Juft will he a Thou f and Tears before the univerfal Kefurrcftion . 
This Piopojition none will deny. I ajjume , But the Day of Judgment will be- 
gin with the Apocalyptical Chiliad. Ir this be well proved, we gain all that we 
contend for. There are Two Arguments tor it, which tor my own Par' ’ can- 
not anfwer, and therefore mu ft believe the Firfi RefprreBion to be Corporal, 
until I fee a clear and folid Anfwer to them. 

Argum. i. Becaufe Daniel’s Day of Judgment , with the univerfal Kingdom^ and 
John’* Tbovfand Tears are the fame. I fhall not fpend Time to prove that the 7th 
Chapter ot Daniel fpeaks of Chrift’s Perfonil Coming to Judgment. It is won- 
derful that any Men of Learning fhould deny it, and affirm that what is fpoken 
in that Chapter is already accomr lifted. But was the Beajl given to the burning 
Flame at Cnrift’s firfi Perfonal Coming? Was the Man of Sin deftroyed Four 
Hundred Years before he was born? Was the Dominion under the whole Heaven gi- 
ven to the Saints of the moft High at ChiitVs Firft Coming, who told his Di(S- 
ples that they muft expeft Sufferings, and not Dominion in this World: Nor 
» the Interpretation of others to be admitted, which fuppofeth that Daniel 
fpeaks only of a Vertual Coming of Chrift, by the Power and Prefence of his Spirit. 
Such Expeditions are dangerous, inafmuch as they have a Tendency to weaken 
the Faith of Men concerning a Fundamental Article in Religion. There is 
ijot a more pregnant and iiluftiious Place in all the Old Tejlamnt to prove 
Chrift’s Perlonal Coming to Judgment, than that in the 7th of Daniel , when, 
lie fhall come with a fiery Stream ijfuing before him, and ten thoufand rimes ten 
tbovfand Angels waiting on him\ t. e. when he fhall be revealed fiom Heaven in 
flaming Fire with his mighty Angels ^ he will come to Judgment. Now this is that 
Coming of Chrift to receive an univerfal Kingdom which Daniel fpeaks of. 
But John's Thoufand Tears is the fame with this as appears \ i. In that they be • 
*in at the fame Time, fell, at the Pinal Definition of Antiehrift. When the, 
Beajl is deftroyed, and his Body given to the burning Flame, does Daniels 
Day of Judgment and univerfal Kingdom begin, Chap . to, 11, ad, 17.. 

When the Beafi is caft alive into the Lake of fire, tnen docs John's Thoufand 
Years begin, Rev. 19. 20. and 20. 4. If Daniel's Day of Judgment and John* s 
Thoufanu Years both begin with the total Ruin of Antiehrift^ as we fee they 
do, then they are the fame. a. They have both the very fame Defcriptioa 
given to them, as we fhall fee if we compare them. Daniel faith, I beheld * till 
the Thrones were pitched down. Our Englijb Tranflation, which is until the Thrones 
were toft down , is not according to the Chaldee Original. The Meaning is, that 
Thrones or Seats were placed tor the Judges to fit upon. The Hebrew Doftors 
Iky, that one of thefe Thrones is for the King Mejfias to fit upon. There is 
mention made of more Thrones than one, becaufe the Saints fhall have the 
Honour to fit with Chrift as Affeffc in judging the World. Doubtlefs out 
Saviour had Refpe& to this Text in Daniel , when he faid to the Apoftles in 
Matth. 19. 18. When the Son of Man Jb all fit upon the Throne of hie Glory , ye fhall 
alfofit upon Twelve Thrones , judging the Twelve Tribes of IfraeL Now whereas 
v Uaniel lays, I beheld ’till the Thrones were pitched down, and the Judgment (i. e. 
<hey that were to be Judges) fate : John lays, I faw Thrones , and they fate upon 
them* Daniel fays, Ver. n. And Judgment (1. e. Power of judging) was given to 
the Saints of the moft High: John faith, And Judgment woe given to them. Daniel 
faitht And the Saints pojfejfed the Kingdom \ that is to lay, with the Son of Man 
who came in the Clouds of Heaven*. John fays, And they lived and reigned with 
drift a Thoufand Tears. Who that well coufiders this can dootherwife than 

think 
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think thit Diukr s Vifion of the great Judgment and univerfal Kingdom of 
Chrid with his Saints, and Jolm't Vifion of the Saints reigning with Chritt a 
Thoufand Years, are one and the fame Thing. See Mr. Made' s fird Letter to 
Dr. Medus. Fol. 931. 

Argum. 2. If the Tbonfand Years are not pajt, but future^ and if r: Dry of Judg- 
ment will be bare within left than theft Thoufand Years , then undoubtedly tie Da/ of 
Judgment does begin with the Apocalyptical Chiliad: But both thefe are true. 

Many Learned Men have thought that the Thoufmd Years begin either at 
the Birth or Death of our Saviour, or at the Dedrudion of Jemplem , or when 
C onjlantine the fird Chridian Emperor was enthroned. This lad Opinion 
is followed by many that have wrote on the Apocalypfe : But the Reign or 
Profperity ot Chr Lilians under Ccnjlantme continued not a Thoufand, nor 
lor more than Twenty or Thirty Years before unhappy Changes attend- 
ed them. From the Beginning to the End of the Millennium Satan is bound, 
which hitherto he has never been. If the Devil’s Hands hive been bound for 
a Thoufand Years, how then has he been able to drike the Church with fuch< 
cruel Periecutions ? And as much fince Conjltmtinc's Time as before. Some 
fay this Ligation of Satan does not imply his being kept from perfecting the 
Church, only from being able to decent the Nations. But he has deceiv’d the 
Nations within thefe Thoufand Years lift pad as much as ever fince the World 
began. Has he not deceiv'd the Nations by his Prophet Mahomet ? And has he 
not deceiv’d the Nations by Anticlmf? It is drange that any Man iLculd 
imagine that Satan has not deceiv'd the Nations fince Jnticbrijl came, when 
the Apodle lays his cowing is after the woikirg of Satan, with lying bonders, and 
with all deceivablenefs of Unrighteoujnefs , 2 Tbefl. z. 9, io. And if the Nations 
have not been deceived fince Conftantine , how is it laid of the Bead, that he 
deceives than that dwell on the Earth , Revel. 15. 14. It is faid that after the thou - 
fand Years are finijbed Satan mnft be loofei a little Seafon: But according to the 
mentioned Interpretations, the Thoufand Years were expired Four Hundred 
Yean ago, which is more than a little Seafon, compared with a Thoufand Years. 
But why then is not Gog and Magog destroyed by Fire from Heaven, nor the 
ultimate Judgment here? which without doubt it will be within lefs than Four 
Hundred Years after the Millennium . 

If the Millennial Reign began a Thoufmd Years ago, then Chrid’s Reign on 
Earth and Antichrid's would be at the very fame time, which cannot be. Now 
bene conveniunt tiec in u** fede worantur . There art others who think the Thou- 
fand Years are now current. Cotterius fuppofeth that they began in the Year 
1517. Mr. Durham (a worthy Man) makes the Millennium to commence ab anno 
1 $ 60. He imagines that the Twelve Hundred and Sixty Days were expired, and 
that the feventh Trumpet has been founding ever fince that. He thinks that this 
Notion of his will (as he Phrafeth it ) help to fay the Gadding Ex fed at ion of flv- 
pendvm things to come. The Fir Jl Refur ecHon is with him the fame with Converlion 
andHegeneration. He would not have us believe that Chrid will ever be on the 
Earth again, no not at the Day of Judgment. I am apt to think that Jo* and 
he had differing Sentiments as to that particular (fee him on Revel . 10. P. 715,. 
727.) But fince the Time he fixes upon, the Witnefles have been in SacKcloth, 
and flain alio. What Majf acres have the’”* been fince that? Would Mr. Dur- 
ham deny that the Lord’s faithful Witneff i in England and Scotland too' have 
lu/Fered a Civil Death fince 156c ? Yea e 1660 ? And very lately in Humarj^ 
inPudmonty in France, and in all Popijb Dominions the Witnefles have been flain* 
If then the Martyrs have Lived ana reigned ever fince 1560, they have reigned ire 
Saekcloatb and lived in their Graves . And if the Thoufand Yeats began above an 
Hundred Years ago, how comes it to pafs that Jutuhnfi is yet living tad* 
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reigning? The Devil ftill rrigns by* his l r \car at Roms\ how then his he been 
hound tor thefe i $o Years lait pad ? It is therefore avau. thi.ig for n? to ima- 
gine that the Millennial Reign is begun. Beftdes,this LtterpretaUoc does concern 
only the Pmefant Churches in the Happinefs of the Ihoufand Y us, when as 
the Converted Jo* 7 /, and all the Churches on Earth, ihall tber b". u a glorious 
Eftate. Let us therefore go on with the fecond part of the Arj^i nent before 
us, viz. Th.it the Day of judgment will be here in left than a Thostfawd fa^rs, Moil of 
thofe whom we difpute agair.ft do believe that the coming of our lord t< judge 
the Earth cannot be foroit. This is therefore an Argument ad Hovmen nc : to be 
anfVrered. It has been a commonly received Opinion, and much is to be. f; id for 

thm 1 os the World war Six days in making, fo the Duration if it Jbajl be Six ' infant 
Tears, Tims amongftthe Jews do there Alajler: teach. Thus alio Ircnai*. Cypri- 
„ nay and Jvjlvi bim&lt who was no Chiliof , and others of the Ancient s, 
mid very many of our Modern Divines. Note the Wcrld will quickly oe Six 
Thousand Years Old. According to the Chronology of the Samaritan Pent a- 
Hitch, in the Year of Chritl 1 7 the W otld wiU be juft Six Thoufaad. i n that 
Year alfo (as Mr. Aledc obferves) tlie Twelve Hundred anti Sixty 1 lys of the 
Beall’s Reign will expire, reckoning from the Deposition of AngujluL*, the lilt 
Roman Lmperor.

Therefore the 
coming of Cbrift to Judgment will be here in much kfs than aTboufand Years. 
And then in as much as the Apocalyptical Ch 1 had is not paft but future, it follows 
undemaWy^fot the AfUUmual Reign foils within the compafs oftheDay of Judg- 
ment, aadcoalequesitly that there iliall bh a Refurredion of the Juft, antece- 
dgntous to the U^?vetfai RefutroAior. But thus fot the Fifth Reafon. I Hull 
add but one more.

V. hich is manifeft in that there are Nations Heeled after that, and in that ther® 
sre Saved Nations which walk in the Light thereof* and Khgs that bring their Glory 
to it. All which urnft needs be before, and not after the Ultimate Judgment; 
Nor will there then be any building of Houfes or Planting of Vimyarit in any part 
of the Earth j which things the Apoftle Peter fays are to be expefted in the New- 
Earth which God will Create , and of which all the Prophets have (token ,a Pet m 
1 compared with Jfai. 65. if, batons, (p. 500. ) fays that pitbtmt Controveifo 
thtfc things vM he fulfilled at the RefurrwBicn of the Juft, when they Jh all Reign on 
the Earth . Mr. Brightman perceiving that the New Jet ufalem intthds a State of 
the Church on Earth, and not in Heaven only, that fo he might 'decline a Literal 
Senfe of the hrft Refurre^ion^nakes the Second Ref urreRion to be MyfticM . And 
whereas it is (aid, the Dead, fmall end great , flood before God, and the Rooks were 
opened, he fuppofeth the meaning to be, that aS the Jews that belong to Election, 
would then be Converted. And Whereas itisfaid again, the Sea gave up the 
Dead which was in it, he fiys, the Sea notes Coiruft DoHnncs , and that therefore 
the Words imply, that the Jews who live in Spain and Italy, and in otbei Popflt 
Countries Bull be called. But if Men allow tnemfelves this Liberty of Alle- 
gorizing, we may at lad Allegorize Religion into nothing but Fancy, and fay 
that the Refurredion is yad already.

H £ Defign of the former part of this Dijfertation is to handle the Contro- 
% verfie under Debate ( A?*«xtv*swt«V ) only in a defenfive Way, and I have 
therefore but touched, and not enlarged on the Arguments that prove a fu- 
ture Converiion of theifraeli tilh N axiom la this Dll part, which concerns the 
firft RefurrcRion, to begin with the Millennium , I ohee purpofed to confider the 
Queftion ( K*t«sssv*six»<) and only by pofitive Reafons to confirm y/ hat I be- 
lieve is Truth. But l perceive it will be needful to endeavour the Removal of 
tome Objections which detain many fober Miuds from the embracing ot' fuch 
a Paradox as that which we have been labouring to evince. 

I. It hat been objeSedthat Matth. 1 5. / peaks of the Righteous and the Racked be- 
ing judged together ; the one being fet on the light band and the other on the Left 
hand of Chrift the Judge* To which I anfwtr, 

That it is evident that the Sentence of Alfalntien w»! : be pafTed on the 
Righteous before the Sentence of Condemnation en the Wicked. When it is 
fad, be Jball fet the Sheep on the Right hand , hr: the Goats on the Left) the mean- 
ing is, that the JSheep thallhe acquitted, but t\ • Goats condemned. Both the 
25 th Chapter of Matthew and the 7 th of Daniei Glude to the Syncdrium, or great 
Sefions ot the Judges in Ifrael. That Supreani Court of Judicature in which 
Cafes of Life and Death were tried (which Coun was always held at Jsrufa- 
Iem f thence was it faid, that it cannot be shat a F: oj oet perijh out of Jerufalem, 
Lnk. gj.) the Jews call Beth din haggadol, the gu v; Houfe of Judgment. This 
Court was firft erected by Mofes, according to Diviru Gireftion. It did confift of 
Seventy Elders befides the Nan. i. e. the Pi iitce or Prejint nt of the Court . The 
moft'Aged or Venerable of the Judges was Vice-frcpdcnt, he called Jb-bsth- 
drrt % the Father of the Houfe ot judgment. This helps to underftand that Ek- 
prefCon of the Ancient of Days in the 7th of Daniel. Thefe ] udges fate femi -circle 
wife : The Nafi^m Prefident , in the midft of them , the Father of the Confiftory , or Nice 
Pr eft dent, nest to him on his Right Hand. This gives Light to the txpreffioa 
or fifing on the right Hand of Power, Mark 14. 61. There were Two Scribes 
belonging to this Houfe of the great Judgment j-, the one of which fate on the 
Right Hard, he took the Votes tor Abfohttion \ the other on the Left Hand, who 
took the Votes for Condemnation. Unto this (I fay) the 15 th of Matthew and 
thfc 7th of Daniel have Refpeft. Now why may we not believe, that at the 
£>fift Ajfiu, when all Mankind ihali be brought before the Judge, the Righteous 
have the Sentence of Abfolution pafldd on them in the Morning of that 
great and long Day; but the Wicked receive their Sentence of Condemnation 
»* the after Part , or Evening of the Day ? And why may not the Miilc Jnni csUfti* 
imperii, (as LaSantivs's hxprellion is,) why not the Thoufand Years Reign 
be the fet ting of the righteous at the Right Hand of him who is the Ancient of Days, 
the chief Judge to whom it belongs to pronounce the Sentence, and who wHl 
icntence fcu the Second Death all whofe Names are not written in the Book 
; of 
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of Life after die univerfal Refune&ion? Tbefe, when they (hill be brought 
out of their Graves flail find the Judge and his Saints with bun fitting Upon 
Thrones of Glory. They that would £be more of the Sfiedrium, onto wntdfe 
the Scriptures mentioned have (as I faid) a Reference, may confute Godwin n 
Seldcn, Curuut, and Hoffman in hu Lexm t uuittrf&L Alfo my learnedFriena 
(whom for Honour’s Sake I mention) D. Leufiet i t Prdfeflbr of the Hebrew 
Tongue in the Univexfity of Utrceb:, has written Dt Syneinis Judaorum is ftil'g.

2. It is by fome obje&ed that there it no mention of a Thoufand Tktot mtf where 
in tU the Scripture , except in one Piece, when as, if f) momenta** a Truth as that 
contended for , were intended thereby, it would he oftict foken of than (met* . flut 
far be it from us to rejed a Scripture Truth becaufe it is but Kiyeytmo^ 
once in exprefs Terms mentioned. There are many wemhty Truths of which 
this is to be affirmed. The Me fab his being to be born or a Virgin, and at 
Bethlehem, and that he was to come within fo many Years, tbefe iaings were 
but once mentioned by tht Prophets. That particular Refurredion which was 
at the Time of our Lord’s Re(imeaion,is fpoken of by only one of the E?an- 
geiifis. Many Hiftorica! Paiges in Luke's Gofpei arc no where elfe mention- 
ed, but that is Ground i'ufficient for our Faith to build upon. But as tot , the 
Thoufand leers, they are mentioned no lefs.tlan Six Times (lome time with, and 
fometime without ah Article in the Greek Original) in one Chapter. I cannot 
think that the Holy Spirit by ihe ApofUe John would fo i aculeate, and infill 
upon ir> if there were n*>t a greater and a more glorious. Myftery contain^ 
therein than the vulgar Interpretation does allow of M-hcover, it feems to 
me that another Apoftle mentions the Thoufand Years, %'s concurring with the 
Day of Judgment : For Peter calls the Day of Judgment,tbt Day of God, and the Ben 
of the Lord, . He alfo (ays, that one Day uwith the Lord as a Thoufand Tears, o*GP 
Thoufand Tears 4* one Day, 1 Pet. 3. 8,9, lo, 12. The ancient Jews did believethc 
Day of Judgment would continue a Thoufand Years. It is a celebrated Saying 
among them when they fpcak of the Day of Judgment, that cue Day of the Holy 
Blefed God , is a Thoufand Tears. Piter feems to fay the fame. Hence it was that 
fome old Jntmihnaries would not own the Second Epijllt of Peter to be Canoni- 
cal S.ripture ; becaufe they thought the Writer of that Epiftlc was a Chiliad, 
as Mr. Mtdt has obferved Folio 756.

out the whole Book to Things which they are acquainted wtt:b is ta 

them : And in particular, a Thoufand liars glorious Reign with the Ik'efah 
ter the Refurreaion of the Right ")us, and he foe the RefurrcSion of the iPicked, ivatify^ 
ftary which the Hebrew Dndors have net been altogether unacquainted with ; ha- 
ving (no doubt) received that Notion, as well as that of the Day of Judgment, by 
Tradition from their Fathers, who had them from the Prophets. For wlien thefe 
Things foal 1 come to pafs, in the Days of the Seventh Afocahytical Trumpet, they 
are the My f try of God which he has declared to bis Servants ihe Prophets, It may give 
Light into theSubjeft before us to cite fomeTeftimonies out of JewiJb Authors ; 
and let Men call what we plead for a JcwiA Opinion, if they pleafe. Maimonides , 
who is accounted one of thewifeit and fobereft Writers amOiigft the Jews 
their lath fatal Difoerfion in Trad.

The Child Jhalldie an 
Hundred Tears oif y to he, that one who is but an Hundred Years old will be count- 
ed a Child, becaufe of the great Longevity of Men in thofe Days. But the 
Scripture feents to intimate that the S lints found alive at the Lori's Coming tfuii 
in % Moment J* made incorruptible, like thofe raifed from the dead, 1 Cor. 1 $. 
50, 51, $a. .Wherefore there is another Anfwer which feems. to forae (tho’ 
to WJ own. Part 1 am not fo fully fetisfy’d in that Notion of the Saints be- 
ing incorruptible at the Beginning of the Thoufand Years) a clearer So- 
lution of wliaf Eaia been. objected.

W lien God’s appointed Timetsoon* 
tor the Burning of the World, the Fire will doubtleis begin in one fast at the 
Earth firit, as it was when the \V 01 LI was drowned j and the Scripture does clear- 
ly intimate that Italy will be the Place, tor- there the Seafl bz* his Seat. Dr. 
Crejfcher (a late judicious W riter) inclines to think that after the burning of 
the Body of the BeoJ f, there will remain a confidexahlc Part of jtbe £acth en- 
tire and inhabited ^ that the Chrithan Church fhall not only continue, bid en- 
creafe, after the particular Conflagration of the Roman Territories; becsi£e st 
is faid, the reft of the Beaftt had their Lives fro'ovgcdfm afeafon t Dan 7. t S. So 
that it fhould feera, that the Babylonian, Perf an and Grecian Kingdoms sepxefcnt- 
ed by the Three Firft Bcoftty were not deflroved by Fire, as the Roman Territo- 
ries reprefented by the Fourth Beaft , are deferibed to be; but thit Greece and Jfa 
fliali continue inhabited after the Burning of the Ifefem Part of the Ramon 
Empire. He alfo iuppofeth that when that Part ot the Earth fhall coettuni t 
in f James, this partial Conflagration will be % Means of keeping Cbrifttaar 
in a more (ft id Obedience, yea and of converting the Heathen Nations in aft 
Parts of the World. Thus doth that learned and worthy Peribn conje&mt. 
His Argument would be demonthative, if it were certain that the PrelougaF **• 
of Life Jot a Sea f on and Time , which is mentioned in Daniel concerning the r^t 
of the Beaft s y were to beuudertlood of a Lift granted to them after the fourth 
Reap (01 Kingdom on Earth) is flain and given to the Burning. Mr. Mede 
chutes to read the Word in the lingular Number, the Remainder of the Beaft, and 
then the Senfe is, that not the Body only, 01 FcofU fljf the Beaft' s Dominions were 
defltoyed, but the Ten Horns and the wicked Hom (which are the Remainder of the 
Beak) had their Dominion taken away ; yet the Prolongation of Life was given 
to than for a Seafon and Time, viz. until the Time when the Son of Man flmtt 
come in the Clouds of Heaven. But if we conftrue the Words plurally, and 
by the reft of the Be aft s underftand the Three Firft Monarchies, the Meaning

I remember oue of them* 
derides that Opinion •, he (ays, they are idle Men who think there are Inhabi- 
tants in the oppi'Ate Part ot the Earth, fur then (fays he) they mull walk with 
their Feet fupeiior to their Heads, and Trees would grow downwards, and the 
Twee would grow downwards, and the Rain tall upwards. And Atjlin. calls it a 
Fable, and fays, it is null* r /matte credenduut , that it is in no wife to be believed 
that there are Men on the othet Side of the Earth, walking with their Feet 
againii ours. It is tamoufty known* that Pope Ztcharj, Anno 748- excommuni- 
cated a poor Prejbyter, whole Name was rbgil:us, tor maintaining that there 
were Antipodes \ that is, lor faying there are Men in America. So then tor ma- 
ny Ages after the Penmen of the Holy Scriptucs were America was an 

nnkmm* World. And whether there were then any Inhabitants in that Hemif- 
j there is uncertain. But Afla, Africa and Europe were the Stage on which the 
Four Monarchies aded their Parts. All ihoft Parts of the Earth are fpoken, 
of in that one Scripture, If a. f 6 . 19. Mr. Mede conjectures not only that the 
American Hemifphere will tfcape the Conflagration, but the People- there will not, 
be concerned in the Bleflednefs of the renovated World, during the Tboufand 
Yeats, and that Gar and Ma£o? will come trom thence , tint the Devil will fus-. 
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the Americans may well be exprefled by the Name of Magog, if Fuller's Conje- 
ftute be true, fciL That they arc uriguially Scythians. The Eajl- Indians (efpe- 
cially the Scythians in China) and the Ucfl- Indians do exactly refemble each 
other, as if they were of the fame Original. And if the Scythians are lpread 
abroad into botn Indus * tfo&h's Prophecy concerning tht Enlargement a/Japhet\ 
Tents is wondroufiy ftilfilled. It is not eafie to demon (Irate who were the Ah- 
n^ine3 in tlie American World, which made Peter Cotton the Je/uit (as Thuanus 
from his own Hand Writing reports of him) to go to Conjuring that fo he 
might fkid it out. Grotius his Conceit that the Americans were originally Nor - 
msgians, is fufhcicntly confuted by Homius in his hi iborate Difcourfe De otigmt 
Gentium Amerkanarvm. Lerius, Cantons and Bocharl have given probable Argu- 
ments t» prove, that fume of the ftrft Jmtni /im were Phanici/ms of the Pofteri- 
, ty of Cham. This is alfo confirmed by Homhcck, de Couverfons Indoruw , and 
Homius, who makes it no lefs probable that others of them are Scythians, 
who are indifputably the Pofterity of Magog. Nor is it neceflary that the Afo- 
emiipriAd Gog and Mgqg (hould be the Natural Progeny of them mentioned ia 
the Scripture: It is enough if they be like tbeiu in refpeft of Enmity and 
1 .

How were three 
of the Difciplts able to converfe with Mofes and Elias when Chrift was trans- 
figured in the Holy Mount, in which there was a Glimpfe and Reprefentation 
of this Glorious Kingdom, and of the Commuuion which fliall then be be- 
tween Saints Mortal and Immort al : As for the latter Part of the Obiedion. the 
Anfwei which Dr. Tmfs gives is this, Tine, i/ Gog and Magog knew the Condition 
0/ New- Jerusalem fo well as the Devil and his Jwtls know the Condition of Heaven* 
T*he Devil will deceive them, as lie did our firft Parents, and make them believe 
that they may without Danger follow his Suggeilions. , But if we fuepofe 
them to be acquainted with the Glory of the New-Jervfalem, -which is only the 
Metropolis of the New World, the Camp of the Saints, upon whom the Attach 
does ^immediately fall, are in a lefs Glorious Eftate.

The Objection about me Infurre&ion of Gqg and Magog is of all the mod diffi- 
cult to be iolved: I pretermit the odd Notion of a late French Author, via. Pier 
Potrct, in his Brxsk which bears the Title ofLe JUonamie Divine, Tam. 5. Chap. 
1 %. f. 4 69. who fupyofeth that by Gog and Magqg, the Devil and DaiaaeA 
Souls are intended, which he thinks will be all let loofe out of Hell at the CP** 
of the Thuufand Years, tumake a Furious, tho’ a fruitkfs Attempt em da 
Glorified Saints of the New- Jerufalem. This Fancy of his is new and fiawulae, 
and 1 fuppofe will not be received by many. It is certain that the Uatvei&l 
Refur refti on will be after the Magegical War; not is it credible that that War 
will be undertaken by aoae but unbodied Spirits. 

Thus have 1 with as muchlirevity and Ferfpecuity as I could, dtclased M 
Sentiments with my Reafons : Not do 1 maintain any thing hut ttbet the pu- 
nitive Doftors and Martyrs did Believe and Teach, m atio very malMf, Emi- 
nent Divines ( both Con-fornulU and No&rOCiifaBmilb ) in tras Law AjF 
w h e r e i n the Truth relating to thefe Myfteties has been more abundantl y 
engumd into.
